Soviets send 
warships to 
S. China Sea 

TOKYO. Feb. 7 (R) ~ A large 
force of Sovier warships is con- 
centrating in the South China Sea 
in a move linked with the 
Afghanistan crisis, western milit- 
ary sources said today. 

They said a IB-ship task group, 
commanded by a Soviet rear 
admiral, was steaming in the 
Pacific towards the Bashi Channel 
between Taiwan and the Philip- 
pines. 

The group, rhe most powerful 
Soviet naval formation ever 
sighted in Northeast Asia, would 
enterthe South China Sea shortly. 

The force, including a missile 
cruiser, a missile destroyer, fri- 
gates, minesweepers and support 
ships, comes from the Soviet 
Pacific Fleet headquartered at- 
Vladivostok. 

The sources said the group 
would be joining a five-ship Soviet 
force which has been in the South 
China Sea for some days. 

The sources said some of the 
ships were probably bound for the 
Indian Ocean or the Arabian Sea 
where 55 Soviet and American 
warships are confronting each 
other following the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

The U.S. Seventh Fleet is con- 
centrated in the Indian Ocean and 
adjacent seas because of the 
Afghan crisis and its presence in 
the Western Pacific is drastically 
reduced. 

The U.S. Pacific commander, 
Adm. Robert Long, has said 
American forces in the region 
were spread too thinly to cover 
trouble spots and called for more- 
aircraft carriers, bases and other 
facilities to boost the American 
presence in Asia. 

The western military sources 
said the U.S. fleet, which projects 
American power from Hawaii to 
the east coast of Africa, now has 
27 ships in the Indian Ocean and 
adjacem seas. 


U.S. shelves plans for 
sanctions against Iran 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (R) - The United States said today it had 
shelved plans to impose economic sanctions against Iran in hopes of 
helping to achieve a diplomatic solution to the crisis over 50 Ameri- 
cans held in Iran. The state department linked the decision to 
increased signs of hope for an early resolution of the deadlock, now 
in its 96tfa day. 

“The administration is holding the sanctions regulations in 
abeyance while diplomatic activities continue,” State Department 
Spokesman Hodding Carter said. “We don't want to take the 
formal steps towards the sanctions if the crisis can be solved by 
these means”. 

The decision was “aimed, we hope, at enhancing our dip- 
lomatic activities,” he said. 

Earlier today, Deputy Secretary of State Warren Christopher 
described the situation surrounding the hostages as ‘'somewhat 
promising.” He said on television: “I wouldn't say there’s a deal in 
the making. I'd say that we have a somewhat promising situation, 
and we're working hard cm It, as we have for the last 96 days.” 

Spokesman Carter said the decision to shelve sanctions was 
taken at the highest level within the past 68 hours. He said the 
reprieve was not indefinite, but declined to say how long it would 
last. 

Sanctions would have been largely symbolic, as trade between 
the United States and Iran has been reduced drastically by the 
president. 

Jhe significance of the announcement lay more in its value as a 
gesture to Iran’s new president, Mr. Abol-Hassan Bani-Sadr, who 
has made several moves since his installation which are seen in 
Washington as helpful to a solution. 


Tension runs high in Beirut 

Rival right-wing groups 
battle in north Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Feb. 7 (Agencies) — Rival right-wing groups battled with mor- 
tars and artillery in northern Lebanon today and five combatants were 
reported dead. In Beirut, snipers killed a civilian motorist and wounded 
two pedestrians on the “ring” road connecting the eastern and western 


sectors of the capital. - 

Tension was high three days 
after Syria announced it was 
withdrawing its peacekeeping 
troops from Beirut. High-flying 
Israeli jets drew anti-aircraft fire 
from Syrian and Palestinian gun- 
ners and an Israeli-Palestinian 
clash was reported in the south. 

About 80 kilometres north of 
Beirut, gunmen loyal to former 
President Suleiman Franjieh 
fought with militiamen of the rival 
Falange Party, which fielded the 
largest right-wing army during rhe 
1975-76 civil war.

Iranian aide released from jail 


TEHRAN, Feb. 7 (R) — National 
Guidance (Information) Minister 
Nasser Minachi was released from 
jail today and the militant students 
who put him there were branded 
by President Abol Hassan Bani- 
Sadr as lawless and contrary to 
Islam. 

Mr. Minachi was ordered freed 
by a unanimous vote of the ruling 
Revolutionary Council last night, 
wiThin 24 hours of his arrest by 
revolutionary guards.

Yamani warns of world war if 
Arabian oil fields are attacked 


DAVOS, Switzerland. Feb. 7 
(R)--A Soviet invasion of the 
Saudi Arabian oil fields would 
cause a third world war. Saudi Oil 
Minister Ahmad Zaki Yamani 
said today.

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Heavy hand 


COMPLAINTS BY Christian leaders in Israel about 
attacks by extremist Jewish thugs on Christian institutions, 
worshippers and holy sites in the Jerusalem area have put 
the whole question of Israel's occupation of the Old City of 
Jerusalem and its Holy Places under the international spot- 
light. 

The periodic complaints of Muslims, who have an 
unbroken 1 ,300-year presence in the city that is^heir third 
holiest place, tend to fall on deaf ears outside the Islamic 
world itself. Since 1 948, Christians have tended to accept at , 
face value the assurances of Israeli leaders that the Holy 
Places and customs of Christians and Muslims* as well as 
Jews, would be respected. Muslim -- and, come to that, 
Christian -- Palestinians who have suffered since I94S 
from the rigours and indignities of occupation are more 
prone to disregard these -bland assurances. 

The matter has become one of greater urgency since 
1967, when Israel occupied Arab East Jerusalem, site of 
mosr of the important Holy Places, together with the rest of 
the West Bank. These 12 years of occupation have wit- 
nessed serious offences against Islamic holy places in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, as the Israelis have pro- 
ceeded with their attempted annexation, and Judaisation, 
of the occupied lands. 

In the occupied territories today, as the grip of occu- 
pation tightens concurrently with the attempted imposition 
of the Palestinian “autonomy" scheme, we are witnessing 
new outrages — against Muslims in Hebron and Christians 
in Jerusalem, among others. 

The trouble is that, in appealing to Mr. Begin’s gov- 
ernment for protection, the Christian leaders risk enhanc- 
ing Israel's claim to eternal sovereignty over a “united" 
Jerusalem. 

One cannot fault the Christian' leaders for protesting in 
the most vehement terms against the desecration of their 
churches or the daubing of swastikas oh their bookshops. 
But it is not necessarily incumbent on them to accept with- 
out demur Mr. Begin's assurances in reply — .about “har- 
mony of co-existence and mutual toleration" in’ Jerusalem. 

However great.the need for day-to-day protection from 
these atrocities, it remains unacceptable that Israel should 
be permitted to cast itself, as it has done since 1967, in the 
role of “guardian of the Holy Places of the Okf City." As 
His Highness Prince Hassan points out in his book, “A 
Study on Jerusalem." soon to be published by Longman's 
in Britain, “this posture overlooks the juridical status of 
Israel in that area, i.e., an Occupant which has denied any 
annexation of the Old City and its extended suburbs." 

It is by assuming such a role that Israel strives to hold 
onto both pans of Jerusalem as its “eternal capital," some- 
thing which Mr. Begin is pressing with increasing fervouras 
international public opinion begins to turn massively 
against Israel’s occupation policies. 

If Muslim protests have not to date achieved the desired 
acrion to deny the adherents of ope religion from absolute 
and exclusive control over the Holy City of three religions, 
perhaps Christian grievances will achieve a wider hearing. 
But this will be a sterile and counter-productive effort if it 
has the ultimate effect of strengthening Israel's already 
heavv hand in the matter. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’f: The National Consultative Council's statement on 
Wednesday, directed to the Arab countries and Arab conscience 
constitutes’ an appeal to support Jordan and enable it to bear the 
burdensome expenses resulting from the continual increases in oil 
prices. 

The government on Wednesday found it necessary to raise the 
prices of oil priducts by certain percentages. This was seen as the 
only way to encounter the strain that the increasing prices of crude 
oil puts on the treasury while, at the same rime, the Arabs watch 
and hear what is going on in Jordan. 

While it is unquestionable that the Jordanian citizen will stand 
by the government bravely and with faith and awareness by bear- 
ing his share of the burden laid on the government, the rime is ripe 
for the Arab brethren to consider how long Jordan — government 
and people — can bear the increasing burdens, and whether Arab 
solidarity, pan -Arab responsibility and the joint struggle for the 
cause ought to allow Jordan to suffer under the Arabs’ nose. 

Jordan has stood as a steadfast bastion along the last con- 
frontation line against the enemy, and any hesitation in sup- 
porting it will not be forgiven by "history. 

AL DUSTOUR: Despite the special private narure of His Majesty 
King Hussein's visit to the United Kingdom, he did not spare any 
effort in employing the visit for the cause that constitutes, for His 
Majesty and for Jordan, the very 'cause of existence and theirfate. 

King Hussein was keen, during his talks with British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and his meeting with U.S. pres- 
idential envoy Sol Linowitz, and in his statement to the London 
newspaper The Observer, on explaining the Jordanian stand 
based on a collective Arab agreement.The King was also keen on 
informing the U.S.. more dearly than at any time before, that its 
policy based on the Camp David acconfc will not lead to rhe 
desired peace in the region.

Result of oil price hikes 


JEA announces increase in electricity rates

AMMAN, Feb. 7 —In the wake of 
the offidal announcement last 
night of higher fuel prices, which 
caused drivers to panic and rush to 
the nearest crowded petrol station 
before the midnight deadline, 
costs for electricity have also been 
raised, and it is antidpated that all 
public transportation and tele- 
phone rates will be raised within 
two weeks. 

The increases follow recent 
price hikes in the cost of imported 
crude oil, from SIS a barrel in 
November last year to $26 a barrel 
last week. Jordan had allocated. 
JD 20 million to subsidise fuel 
prices this year. But this figure 
■ would have to have been 
increased to JD 61 million to 
maintain current fuel prices, an 
increase the national budget can- 
not match- So the Cabinet was 
faced with the unpleasant task of. 


raising consumer prices oh all' 
fuels, which has a direct impact on 
.the cost of generating electricity. 

Nearly all power stations in Jor- 
dan are 'fuelled by oil or o2 pro- 
ducts, such as diesel fuel or petrol. 
There are a few hydroelectric 
power stations but their con- 
tribution to national consumption 
is insignificant. Accordingly, the 
government's cost for imported' 
crude has been passed on to con- 
sumers of eleciridty. 

It took the Jordan Electridty 
Authority (JEA) three months to 
restructure and raise electridty 
rates, a very difficult task because 
of the complexity of the pricing 
system. The JEA completed £he 
work just before the unexpected 
$2-a-barrel increase in the cost of 
imported crude last month. The 
new rate structure takes into 
account the $6 November price 
hike, but not the more recent, $2 
one. 

The pricing system is based' on

three factors: different rates for 
day and night, rates for different 
.locations and rates for different 
sectors — for domestic, com- 
mercial or industrial use. 

The old system utilised a gradu- 
ated scale of three blocks, or three 
amounts of electridty used. For 
example, the old rate for domestic 
consumption in Amman was 30 
fils for each kilowatt hour (Kw/h), 
for the first block of 100 Kw/h. All 
electricity over this amount was 23 
fils a Kw/h. A third block — of 
more than 2,500 Kw/h — applied 
to industry only. 

The new system is based on a 
flat rate for domestic and com- 
merdal consumption, and on a 
two-block rate for industry. For 
Amman, the new domestic rate is 
37 fils a KWh for any amount of 
electridty used. This is the same as 
the rate for all other govemorates 
m Jordan, except Irbid, where the 
cost of produdng electridty is 
higher because more expensive 
fuel — petrol and diesel — is 
needed to power the generators. 

The difference in rates stems 
from the lower cost of electricity 
production at the A1 Hussein 
thermal power station in Zarqa, 
which burns unrefined oil to 
power the steam-driven turbines. 
That power station is still new and 
not fully operational, running at 


about 50 per cent of capacity. 

The new, flat domestic rate for 
Irbid is 50 fils a Kw/h. The old 
domestic rates were 40 fils a Kw/h 
for the first 100 Kw/h and 35 fils 
for each Kw/h over this amount. 

Domestic consumption includes 
homes, hospitals, public buildings 
and broadcasting and television. 
A new, flat rate has also been 
applied to the commerdal sector 
43 fils a Kw/h throughout the 
country except in Irbid. where it is 
55 fils a Kw/h. The old scaled 
commercial rate for Amman was 
35 fils a Kw/h for the first 100 
Kw/h and 28 fils for each Kw/h 
over rhis amount. In Irbid, the rate 
was 45 fils for the first 100 Kw/h 
and 35 fils for each additional 
Kw/h. 

These new domestic' and com- 
mercial rates apply to all hours of 
day and night. 

The industrial rate system is 
very intricate. It differentiates 
between light and heavy industry, 
day and night, locations, elec- 
tricity measured in bulk and that 
measured over periods of time, 
and the amount of electricity con- 
sumed above and below 2,500 
Kw/h. 

The JEA’s new rating sysrem, 
excluding heavy industry-, has 
.been simplified substantially.

AMMAN, Feb. 7 — Customs 
duties have been raised by up to 
160 per cent for high fuel- 
consuming cars, the Ministry of 
Finance announced today. The 
customs increases come on the 
heels of domestic increases in the 
price of petroleum announced 
yesterday, along with government 
appeals for enetgy conservation. 

Mr. Yasin Kayed, under- 
secretary of the ’ Ministry of 
Finance,* which has charge of cus-' 
toms, told the Jordan News 
Agency today that the ministry 
had raised the rates on “big cars 
that consume a lot of perrol. while 
the reasonable rates on small cars 
wiB remain.” 

The increases apply to all cars 
but not lorries, pickups and buses. 
Customs on buses, in fact, went 


down 80 percent today, from 250 
cilo to 50 fils a ki 


fils a kilo to 50 fils a kilo. 

Previously customs duties on all 
cats stood at 80 per cent of the 
total of cost, insurance and freight 
(CDF). In addition, those paying 
the customs were also charged a 
special services rax, 16 percent of 
C3F, which went to fund such 
things as the universities, the 
sports dries and municipalities' 
projects. This surtax remains 
Unchanged- 

According to the new customs 
schedule refeased today, cars are 
divided into three categories 
based on the size of their engine — 
that is, on the amount of petrol 
they consume. The first category 
includes cars with engines of up ro 

2.000 cubic centimetres* (cc) 
capadty. the second those with a 
capadty of between 2,001 and 

3.000 cc and the third those with a 
capadtv of over 3,000 cc. 

Small cars with up to 2,000 cc 
engine capadty will be subject to 
the old custom's schedule that pre- 
viously applied to all- cars. This 
category now only includes cars 
with four cylinders. New cars that 
fall into this caregoiy will be levied 
customs amounting to SO per cent 
of total cost. 

Year-old cars in this category 
imported this year will be subject 
to customs of 60 per cent of cost, 
two year-old cars to 50 per cent. 


three year-old care to 40 per cent 
and four year-old cars to 30 per 
cent. 

The 30 per cent customs rate 
also applies to cars which are five 
years old. According to a reg- 
ulation passed last year, cars man- 
ufactured six years ago cannot be 
imported into the country. 

The second category of cars — 
those with an engine capadty of 
2,001 to 3,000 cc — includes large 
four-cylinder cars and small to 
medium -size six-cylinder cars. 

The adjusted customs index for • 
this category levies 120 per cent . 
on the cost of new care. For ones 
that are a year old when imported, •' 
the rate drops ro 100 per cent, 
then down to 90, 80 and 70 per 
cent for the three subsequent 
years respectively. 

The final category, that df pars 
with a capadty of over 3#01 gc, 
includes large sixKrylinder cars 
and all eight-cylinder ones. 

The new customs schedule slaps 
a 1 60 per cent tariff on the CIF of 
new cars in this category, doaWe 
the previous rate. Fot ytffcwrtd 
cars, the customs eases down to 
140 percent, then to 130, 120 and ; 
110 per cent for the three fol- 
lowing years. 

One ministry spokesman noted 
that the increases will caflse’the- 
customs alone on big- luxury cars 
to be from JD 15,000 to JD* 
20,000. Once the actual cost, 16 
per cent surtax, registration' and 
the agent's commission are also 
taken into account, it will be only 
the richest individual who will be 
able to afford an eight-cylinder 
car. Thus the government- rftey 
well succeed in its policy of 
“encouraging people to own only 
small cars" , enunriated today by 
Mr. Kayed. 

The customs increase’s, how- 
ever, will have little impact on 
ordinary citizens.- According .to 
the statistical bulletin issued by 
the Ministry of Finance f6r the 
1 978 fiscal year, of the 1 6,000 cars 
imported into Jordan 14.000 were 
small ones. 

Four-cylinder car owners were 
also left unaffected by new car' 
registration fees enacted last 
month. Fees remained at JD 100 
for them, but went up to JD 150 
on medium-sized cars and to JD 
300 or JD 500 on large cars.

AMMAN, Feb. 7 (JT) - A 19- 
year-old man was apprehended by 
Zarqa police yesterday only six 
hours after he had broken into the 
Jordanian National Geographic 
Centre (JNGC) and stolen an iron 
safe containing JD 1.118. 

A report by Al Ra'i newspaper 
today said the JNGCs director 
reported the theft to the Amman 
police, who in turn alerted roving 
patrols that tracked down The 
robber in six hours. When, found, 
he was trying to get rid of the 
empty safe in an outlying area. 

The robber, formerly employed 


as driver for JNGC. admitted that 
he had broken into the centre at an 
early hour yesterday and, unable 
to open the safe, carried it home. 
He also admitted that an accom- 
plice — one of his neighbours who 
worked as a fitter machinist — had 
helped him to open the safe with 
an oxy -acetylene rorch. 

“I thought I would find no less 
than JD 10,000 in the safe," the 
robber told the police when asked 
about his motive. According to the 
report the money was returned to 
JNGC and the accomplice also 
arrested for investigation.

Abandoning the graduated 
scale system is a major feature of 
the new pricing system. Another 
major feature is that the new sys- 
tem “makes electricity cheaper in 
the countryside," JEA's planning 
director, Dr. Ibrahim Badran, told 
the Jordan Times today. 

“This is in line with the gov- 
ernment’s policy of making the 
prices of services in rural areas 
either equal to or less than those in 
city centres,” Dr. Badran said-. 
“This is to encourage people to 
stay in the rural areas and not 
come into crowded urban reg- 


ions. 

The new rates for rural areas are. 
either the same as or less than pre- 
vious rates. This has been done by 
earmarking 1 fils from payment of 
each kilowatt hour of electricity 
consumed in the Amman gov- 
ern orate for the "‘countryside sur- 
charge," an addition to the new 
rate structure. From the payments 
on each kilowatt hour of elec- 
tricity consumed throughout the 
country, 1 fils will be put into a 
special fund for rural elec- 
trification. 

“This is to create a source of 
funding for rural electrification in 
the country." Dr. Badran said. “ In 
this way, everyone in the country 
contributes to this financing.*' 

Even with the price increases, 
which went into effect yesterday, 
the government still must sub- 


sidise the cost of oil used to gen& 
erate still must subsidise the cos} 
of oil used to generate electricity 
It will continue to subsidise about 
50 per cent of the JEA’s oil con- 
sumption. 

With the recently increased 
price for imported crude, the gov- 
ernment pays about JD 60 a ton 
and sells this to the JEA for abou 
JD 30 a ton. The JEA in tum pro 
duces the electridty and sells it t> 
the two electricity companies i 
the country. The Jordan Electric 
Power Company (JEPCO) serve 
all areas except Irbid, which i 
served by the Irbid District Elec- 
tricity Company (IDECO). Thes 
companies are. in tum, responsy 
ible for prodding all regions witljj 
electricity and accompanying ser" 
vices.

Sharaf Abdul Hamid said that 
in view of the high cost of 
living— which is a world -wide 
problem — the government feels it 
should devote more attention to 
families with limited income. It 
hopes to achieve this through 
financial, monetary, supply and 
taxation policies, he said. 

The meeting was attended bv 
Minister of Labour Omar Nabulsi, 
Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce Ali Nsour and Under- 
secretary of Labour Tayseer 
Abdel Jaber. 

The prime minister said the 
government' wants a dialogue with 
labour unions: it wants to hear and 
take into consideration the views 
of labour leaders and the gov- 
ernment wants to keep labour 
leaders informed of the overall 
economic and social conditions in 
the country. 

The Prime Minister said that 
Jordan needs a new labour law to 
replace the existing one. which is 
20 years old. The new law' should 
conform to recent developments. 

Therefore, he said, the 
government— after taking into 
consideration the views of all the 
sectors involved— will have a final 
draft of a new labour law bv the 


end of this year if all goes well. 

The prime ministersaid that His 
Majesty King Hussein is per- 
sonally interested in the new social 
security law and hus requested the 
government to apply it as soon as 
possible. So far. social security 
benefits have been extended to 
the employees of 20 major institu- 
tions. but as of Way 1980 the law 
be applied to all institutions that 
employ 50 people or more, the 
prime minister said. 

He said that the government, 
will try to secure the participation 
of labour union leaders in decision 
making along with management. 
He cited the participation of 
labourers in the board of directors 
of the Social Security and Voc- 
ational Training Corporations as 
examples of this. 

The government, he added, is 
trying to regulate the emigration 
of Jordanian labour with the pur- 
pose of retaining sufficient skilled 
labour in Jordan. Five specialised 
training centres for labourers will 
be set up in the country with the 
aim of providing highly skilled 
manpower, he said. The prime 
minister added that the gov- 
ernment will control the employ- 
ment of non -Jordanians in the 


country. It will also ask employers 
and the unions to take part in deci- 
sions pertaining to rhe import of 
foreign labour, he said. Strict 
measures will he taken to prevent 
non-Jordanian labourers here on 
a transit basis from infiltrating the 
local labour market. 

The prime minister said rhe 
government will require foreign 
businesses in Jordan to maintain a 
ratio of Jordanians to their foreign 
employees equal to at least 25 per 
cent. 

He said the new labour law will 
include provisions thar will pro- 
vide proreciion for legitimate 
labour union activities. No 
labourer is to be dismissed or 
penalised for his actions on behalf 
of his union, he said. The gov- 
ernment believes that responsible 
labour union activities are essen- 
tial and are a manifestation of 
social progress. But the 
sovereignty of law will remain the 
top priority, he added. 

Ai the end of the meeting, the 
prime minister called on labourers 
to conrinue cooperation with the 
Ministry of Labour and with their 
employers in the best interest of 
the country.

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Liverpool seek-top spot in standings 

LONDON, Feb. 7 (R) — With champions Liverpool facing a 
severe test a Norwich, Manchester United hope that a home win 
over Wolverhampton could restore them to the top of England's 
soccer standings by Saturday evening. The Manchester club are 
level on points with Liverpool but have played one match and 
have an inferior goal difference. Liverpool, who were kept idle by 
bad weather last Saturday, will be weakened by their contribution 
to England’s European Championship win over Ireland here last 
night. Striker David Johnson was carried off after a collision with 
the Irish goalkeeper and had several stitches in a head wound. 

His absence from Norwich could be significant. Johnson, with 
20 goals, is joint top scorer in Division One and his recent form 
had earned him a recall to the England team after five years. 
Norwich are seven points behind their visitors, but they remain 
unbeaten at home this season, having won seven of 12 league 
matches. 

Manchester United are also unbeaten at home — and their 
contribution tq the England operation was limited to the appear- 
ance of Steve Coppell as substitute for Johnson half an hour from 
the end. But there is a doubt about their midfield “playmaker,”. 
Ray Wilkins, who was not fit enough to be considered for Eng- 
land. 

Wolverhampton, in mid-table, can cherish no short-term lea- 
gue ambitions, and if their minds tum sub -consciously on their 
prospects in the F_A. and Football League cups, the Manchester 
dub. boosted by a 3-1 win at Derby last week, will profit. Arsenal 
lying joint third, play host to Aston Villa, who might have leap- 
frogged over them if a midweek match had not been postponed. 

Villa are much improved and Areenal. with a relatively poor 
home record, will be without David O’Leary', Ireland's main 
central defender, who limped off hun near the end of the England 
match. In Division Two, the leaders, Leicester, come to London 
to play Fulham, the bottom club. Fulham will take heart from the 
fact that the lead has recently changed hands weekly. 

England defeat Ireland 

LONDON. Feb. 7 (R)— Kevin Keegan, Europe's footballer of the 
year, scored both goals as England beat the Republic of Ireland 
2-0 at Wembley Stadium here last night in the final match of the 
European Soccer Championship Croup One qualifying com- 
petition: 

The result meant England won seven and drew one of their 
eight qualifying^ me s and scored 22 goals while conceding only 
five. Keegan's exemplary finishing invested an otherwise low-key 
match with a touch of class. But for his presence, the Irish might 
have repeated the draw’ they faced when England visited Dublin- 
in October 1978. 

Terry McDermott and David Johnson, Liverpool teammatesof 
Keegan before he moved to West German Club Hamburg, com- 
bined in the build-up to the first goal after 34 minutes. The second 
goal in the 74th minute was a solo effort, Keegan kicking the ball 
over substitute goalkeeper Ron Healey from 16 metres as three 
defenders tried to close him down. 

Spain down Turkey in basketball 

BURSA, Turkey, Feb. 7 (R) — Juventud Barcelona (Spain) beat 
Tofas Bursa (Turkey) 81-78 (halftime 44-24) in a korac cup 
Group “B" quarter-final four series men's basketball match here 
last night.

NEW Y ORK, Feb. 7 (AP) — Houston's Rick Barry set a National 
'Basketball Association record with seven three-point baskets — 
he tried nine —but it took his pair of free throws with four seconds - 
.left to give the Rockets a four-point lead en route to a 115-114 
victory over the New Jersey Nets. Bany, who led all scorers with 
21 points, hit his first four long-distance shots late in the opening 
period after the Rockets fell behind 19-7. “I think all the shots I 
took tonight were good. I just don't tty to force them” he said. 

Elsewhere, the Boston Celtics trounced the Philadelphia 76ers 
129-110, the Phoenix Suns nipped the Kansas City Kings 197-95, 
the Milwaukee Bucks edged the Cleveland Cavaliers 1 1 1-109, the 
Golden State Warriors defeated the San Diego Clippers 111-92 
and the Denver Nuggets beat the Chicago BoDs 122-111. 

The Nets, led by newly acquired Rick Phegley’s 25 points— 16 
in the fourth quarter — pulled within 113-111 with 49 seconds 
left. Phegley attempted a game-tying shot with 17 seconds 
remaining but it was blocked by Tom Henderson. Bany then hit 
two free throws that nullified a last-second three-point basket by 
Jersey's Ed Jordan. Larry Bird, Nate Archibald and Cedric Max- 
well led a furious second-half charge in rallying Boston from a 
14-point third-period deficit to defeat Philadelphia 129-1 10. Bird 
scored 22 of his 32 points in the second half while Archibald had 
all of his 1 8 and Maxwell 15 of his 1 9 in the final two periods. The 
victory put the Celtics, two full games ahead of the 76ers in the 
Atlantic Division. 

Walter Davis scored 21 points, including a game-winning shot 
with three seconds to go, to give the Suns their 97-95 victory over 
the Kings. With 14 seconds left and the score tied at 99, the Suns 
called a timeout and inbounded the ball to Davis, who held it until 
his game-winning shot. Gus Gerard led Kansas City with 25 
points. :

Malaysia to boycott Moscow Games 

KUALA LUMPUR, Feb. 7 (R)— Malaysia says it will boycott the 
Olympic Games in Moscow with other Islamic countries in protest 
against Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

A government statement issued last night said the cabinet sup- 
ported a resolution of the Islamic conference which decided 
against participation in the Moscow games in July until all Soviet 
troops were withdrawn from Afghanistan. 

The chairman of the Malaysian Olympics Committee, Law 
Minister Datuk Hamzah Abu Samah, said Malaysia would still 
stage the Group Three Olympic soccer qualifying tournament 
here next month. But the Malaysia rwteam would yield first place 
to the numers-up if h won. 

Malaysia has already qualified for the Olympic hockey tour- 
nament. 

Sweden to attend Olympics 

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 7 (R) - The director of the Swedish Sports- 
Federation said today that Sweden would take part in the summer 
Olympics in Moscow. Writing in the newspaper Svenska 
Dagbladet, Karl Frithiofsson also said the United Nations should 
decide on sanctions against the Olympics. “Sports should not take 
upon itself to pass judgement on a country's political system or 
international behaviour,” he added. “When the United States for 
many years maintained military forces in Vietnam — the similarity 
with* the Soviet actions in Afghanistan is striking — and rained 
down bombs to an extent never seen before, sports exchanges 
continued unabated.” he said. 

England captain gives press conference 

MELBOURNE, Feb. 7 (AP) - England Captain Mike Brearley 
called on Australian cricket authorities to revise their planning of 
one-day games here today. He said it had been very hard. during 
the tour to get the sort of practice needed for test matches and the 
sort of practice for other squad members who were not playing in 
the international side. Derek Underwood, for instance, a very 
experienced player, did not bowl as well as he could after not 
having a bowl in a match in the 11 days between the Sydney test 
and the match against New South Wales m Canberra. 

“If an experienced player is affected, obviously the inex- 
perienced ones must be too,” Brearley said. “I would prefer to see 
one-day games packed into a small period of time, so you could 
treat them as a sort of festival of their own.” The touring party was 
preparing to leave their Melbourne hotel for the airport as Brear- 
ley wound up the Australian tour with a news conference. 


Olympic teams arrive at Lake Placid 


LAKE PLACID, New York, Feb. 7 (R) - Speed skaters and 
Nordic skiers from around the world trained here yesterday under 
sparkling blue skies on venues where the Winter Games begin 
next week, but political storm clouds continued to darken the 
Olympic horizon. The bulk of the Soviet Union's Winter Games 
team, 88 strong, arrived in this Adirondack Mountain resort 
Tuesday night. Other newcomers increased the population of the 
games village to 425 this morning. Arrival schedules remained 
indefinite but 216 more competitors and officials arrived during 
the day, taking the numbers to more than half of the 1,200 who 
are registered for the 13th Winter Games. 

The Soviet ice hockey team, favourites to capture the gold 
medal, are training in New England, and face what promises to be 
an ordeal by American fans when they meet the United States 
amateurs in New York’s Madison Square Garden on Saturday. 

The alpin.e slopes on Whiteface Mountain are still closed to 
Olympic skiers under international rules which permit organisers 
to complete preparations of the courses. Although there is little 
natural snow in the region, the snow-making equipment massed 
here has permitted work to go on to the satisfaction of experi- 
enced ski officials. 

‘ Despite the threat to the Summer Games in Moscow hanging 
over the Olympic world, winter sports officials are hopeful rhey 
■will escape major political problems which must be tackled by 
members of the International Olympic Committee (IOC) at their 
weekend session. • ■ 

The United States national Olympic Committee (USOC) is 
independent of the American government but is under strong 
pressure from Washington to persuade the IOC to tranfer the 
Summer Games from Moscow, or to cancel or postpone them. 
President Carter has insisted that the Soviet Union must withdraw 
its forces from Afghanistan by Feb. 20 or face the U.S. boycott. 
Presidential counsel Lloyd Cutler is entrusted with gathering 
isupport from other countries for the American stand. 

The Association of National Olympic Committees, meeting in 
Mexico City at the weekend, stood firmly behind the IOC pres- 
ident in his insistence the Moscow Games should go on as 
planned. With none of the senior Olympic leaders gathered here, 
there was no immediate reaction to the Mexico City decision.

SHEFFIELD, England, Feb. 7 (R)~ A record entry of 53 players 
will compete for the highest ever prize money of £60.000 in the 
Worid Professional Snooker championship here from April 22 to 
; May 5. A total of 37 players will take.part in preliminary rounds, 
.'bidding for eight places in the finals where they will join the 
world's top ranked 16. Defending champion Terry Griffiths of 
wales is top seeded to meet six times world champion and second 
(seed Ray Reardon of England m the final. Other seedings include 
Australia's Eddie Charlton at number four. Cliff Thorbum of 
Canada, number six, Perrie Mans of South Africa, eight, and 
Canada's Bill Werbeniuk, 12. The winner receives £15,000. A 
prize of £5,000 wiH be given for a new world championship record 
break of between 143 and 146 points. The current record of 142 is 
held jointly by England's Rex Williams and Werbeniuk.

Nigeria’s leader decides 
against meeting with Ali 


LAGOS, Feb. 7 (R)--Ex-boxing 
champion Muhammad Ali, now try- 
ing to rally Black Africa behind Pres- 
ident Carter’s call for a boycott of the 


Moscow Olympics, encountered new 
trouble today when Nigeria’s chief of 
state decided against meeting the 
American visitor. 


President Alhaji Shehu Shagari 
had been expected to meet Mr. Ali 
tomorrow but officials quoted him 
as saying be had chan g?d bis mind. 

The officials also said they had 
been unable to arrange a meeting 
scheduled for today between the 
former world heavyweight title- 
holder and Nigeria's national 

U.S. Congress 
plans to pursue! 
bribery probe 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (R) ~ 
Congressmen plan to pursue their 
investigation of allegations against 
eight of their colleagues impli- 
cated in political bribery, despite 
opposition from the Justice 
Department. 

Both the Senate and House of 
Representatives Ethics Com- 
mittees said they would conduct . 
preliminary inquiries based on 
news accounts of the scandal. 

According to these, one senator- 
and seven representatives face 
allegations of taking bribes from 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) .agents posing as Arab 
sheikhs offering payoffs for polit- 
ical favours. 

All have denied any wrongdo- 
ing. 

U.S. Attorney-General Ben- 
jamin Gviletti urged the com- 
mittees yesterday to postpone for 
up to set months or more the 
investigations so as not to jeopar- 
dise criminal prosecution. 

Mr. Civiletti's view was* 
reported to the committees by 
Assistant Attorney-General 
Philip Heymann, who said he' 
feared a “six-ring circus" if there 
were multiple investigations. 

"However fine the cooks may 
be, one too many may spoil the 
broth," Mr. Heymann said. 

He s^id it would be a disaster if 
there were legal entanglements 
through numerous investigations 
and widespread publicity that 
ended with no federal criminal 
prosecution at all. 

The committees said they 
needed Justice Department 
documents, including videotapes 
purported to show agents posing 
as sheikhs handing thousands of 
dollars in cash to congressmen in 
Washington, on yachts and at a 
Playboy dub in the Northeast. 

The Justice officials said they- 
expected criminal indictments to 
be returned within 90 days from 
grand juries and they hope for a 
conclusion of criminal trials within . 
six months. < 

Senator Hanison Williams, a 
New Jersey Democrat, has been 
the only senator under inves- 
tigation in the probe.

Two S. African cities to experiment 
with dropping visiting blacks’ curfew

North, S. Korea reopen 
direct telephone ‘hot-line’ 


SEOUL, Feb. 7 (R) -- North and 
South Korea today reopened a 
direct telephone “not-Iine” link- 
ing their capitals after a silence of 
three-and-a-half years. 

Representatives of both gov- 
ernments agreed to restore the 
line yesterday at a meeting in the 
armistice village of Panraunjon, to 
lay the ground fora possible meet- 
ing of prime ministers to discuss 
eventual reunification of the 
divided peninsula. 

North Korea severed the line 
with Seoul in August 1976, shortly 
after the axe killing of two Ameri- 
can soldiers by North Korean 
guards in the demilitarised zone. 

No explanation was ever given 
for cutting the telephone link 12 
days later when Seoul enquired 
about the fate of a fishing boat 
seized off the North Korean coast. 

The Pyongyang operator 
answered the call, asked the South 
Korean caller to wait, then pulled 
out the plugs. 

The North later returned the 23 
fishermen, but persistently 
rejected Southern pleas for the 
reopening of the line. 

A total of 21 lines were oria- 
inally set up between the capitals 
under a North-South detente 
communique issued jointly in 
1972. Today two of them have 
been reactivated. 

The delegates yesterday also 
agreed to a further round of talks 
on Feb. 19 to discuss a prime 
ministerial meeting. 

A meeting between the prime 


ministers would be the first since 
the country was divided at the end 
of World War Two. 

Hie 1950-53 war between the 
communist North and the U.S.- 
backed South ended with a cease- 
fire line drawn across the 38th 
parallel. 

Both sides pledged efforts 
towards a peaceful reunification in 
a joint communique in 1972, but 
tension mounted and meetings 
were eventually postponed. 

Yesterdays meeting was free 
from much of the recrimination 
and rancour which had maned 
talks in the past. 

North and South Korea have 
yet to agree on the size of the 
delegations accompanying the two 
prime ministers and the venue for 
their proposed meeting. 

South Korea has proposed a 
meeting in Geneva, Switzerland, 
while the North suggests alter- 
native meeting in Seoul and Pyon- 
gyang. 


■CAPE TOWN, Feb. 7 (R) - Two 
South African cities axe to exper- 
iment with dropping the 72-hour 
curfew imposed on visiting blacks, 
one of this country’s most hated 
apartheid laws. 

1 Dr. Piet Koomhof, minister of 
cooperation and development 
(black affairs), said in parliament 
this week that the curfew, 
whereby blacks need a permit to 
stay more than 72 hours in an 
urban area where they do not live, 
would be dropped in Pretoria and 
Bloemfontein as an experiment. 

The curfew is an integral part of 
so-called influx con rrollaws which 
restrict the movements of blacks. 

Dr. Koomhof said that the step- 
was taken “with a view to building 
up good race relations and remov- 
ing hurtful discrimination as far as 
practically possible.” 

A department committee would 
also be set up to review and revise 
all laws affecting blacks in urban 
areas, he said. 

There are a maze of Jaws gov- 
erning the movement of blacks 
around urban areas. Apart from 
having to apply for permits to visit 
another town for longer than 72 
hours, they must cany iden- 
tification documents which 


recommended a general revision 
of the pass laws. 

Dr. Koomhof said of the curfew 
experiment: "As soon as the sys- 
tem has been tested for a reason- 
able period, it will be evaluated 
and the necessary decisions will be 
taken. 

“It is my intention to implement 
the recommendations of the 
Riekert Commission as soon as 
possible and to phase out the 
72-hour limit.” 

He also said he intended to 
replace the pass book with a more 


acceptable system, saying that in 
its present form it was a “great 
hindrance to healthy race rela- 
tions." 

The curfew experiment has 
been cautiously welcomed by 
blacks, who are keen to see wide- 
spread removal of the pass laws. 

Said Post, rhe main black news- 
paper in South Africa: “What we 
are talking about, in plain lan- 
guage, is not an improvement of 
bad laws but their total eradi- 
cation from the statute books.

EAST BERLIN, Feb. 7 (R) - The Soviet Union will continue 
withdrawal of 20,000 troops and 1,000 tanks from East Germany 
this year despite growing East- West tension over Afghanistan, the, 
Soviet ambassador to East Berlin said last night, Mr. Pyotr Abras-. 
simov said in aa interview with West German television that Moscow 
would “completely ftilfil" its promise to complete the pullout by next) 
September. “The only thing which could halt the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops would be new actions by the West aimed at com- 
plicating [he military situation in Europe,'* he added. Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev announced the pullout in East Berlin last 
October, calling it a gesture of Soviet goodwill on East- West dis- 
armament. It began in the East German garrison town of Wittenbeig 
on Dec. 5. Mr. Abrassiraov also rebutted Western reports that the 
troops and equipment which had so far left East Germany had been 
despatched to Czechoslovakia or Hungary. 

LAKE PLACID, New York, Feb. 7 (R) — Olvmpic chiefs gathered 
here today to discuss the games crisis over Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, as the United Slates said that nearly 50 countries were 
backing President Carter's call to have the summer games moved 
from Moscow in protest. Lord Kilianin, Irish president of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee (IOC), told reporters here that the 
world sports body was facing its most critical period, but refused to 
say what action the IOC would take over President Carter’s call for a 
games boycott. The IOC executive board, here for the Winter Oly- 
mpics next week, begins a study of Olympic problems today. The 
United States has mounted a big campaign to get the games either 
boycotted or moved, with special envoys travelling world wide on 
President Carter’s instructions to drum up support. Lord Kilianin has 
said it would be unthinkable to change the venue of the games, and 
declared that although he was sensitive to U.S. feelings. President 
Carter had not asked to see him nor had he requested a meeting with 
the American leader. 


ARYAN AFKA IHET, Thailand, Feb. 7 (R) — A group of inter- 
national "hunger marchers" today handed over food and medicines 
to the Thai Red Cross after they were refused permission to enter 
Kampuchea and distribute the supplies among starving refugees. 
American folk singer Joan Baez sang “Oh Freedom", a song of the 
U.S, civil rights movement, as the supplies were handed over to Red 
Cross officials in a ceremony at this eastern frontier town. Miss Baez 
was among 150 politicians, doctors, charity workers and celebrities 
from Europe and the United States who marched to the border 
yesterday. They were not allowed to cross the border despite their 
appeals to Kampuchean frontier guards. Only Miss Baez, Soviet 
dissident Alexander Ginsburg and some French doctors were present 
at today's ceremony. The rest of the hunger marchers, including 
Norwegian actress Liv Ullman, had already returned to Bangkok. 
The 200 tonnes of supplies will be distributed to Kampucheans along 
the Thai border and to Thai villagers forced from their homes bj 
fighting near the frontier between Vietnamese-led forces of the 
Phnom Penh administration and guerrillas of the ousted Khmer 
Rouge administration. 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (R) - The British Parliament has taken the first 
steps to formally grant independence to the New Hebrides group oi 
islands, effectively the last patch of the empire in rhe South Pacific. 
The House of Lords (upper house) tins week approved a bill to give 
independence to the people of the islands in May. It will go before the 
House'of Commons shortly before being sent to Queen Elizabeth for 
signature. Hie new state is expected to seek full membership of the 
Commonwealth on becoming independent. Freedom for the sun- 
baked islands, stretching through 500 miles of ocean between 
Australia and Fiji will also end a unique, but often confusing, form of 
government. The New Hebrides are the world’s first and only exist- 
ing condominium, ruled equally by France and Britain under an 
agreement dating back to 1906. The two countries agreed on the 
independence plan last year with the approval of local politicians. 

ANKARA, Feb. 7 (R) — Five policemen were held up, stripped and 
locked in their own cells by a police chief who caught them asleep on 
duty, Turkish newspapers reported today. The daily Hurriyet said 
Police Inspector Necdet Menzil of the western province of Manisa 
found the policemen sleeping during a surprise night visir to the town' 
of Tuigutlu. After locking them in the cells he called the local 
governor to witness the scene. Hurriyet carried a front-page colour 
photograph of the five policemen lying face down in their underwear. 
“Stop playing at being a policeman and start being one," Inspector 
Menzil told his subordinates, who were suspended pending inves- 
tigations, Hurriyet said. The policemen said they would file a com- 
plaint against their chief for threatening them with a gun, the paper 
said.

Gunman kills last hostage, self , 

Milan office siege ends 
tragically after 30 hours 

MILAN, Italy, Feb. 7 (R)— A dramatic office siege in the centre of 
Milan ended after 30 hours last night when a deranged gunman - 
shot dead his last hostage and then killed himself. 

“It was an absurd and inexplicable epilogue," said exhausted 
Magistrate Luigi Derosso. who for 30 hours had pleaded with the 
gunman to surrender peacefully. 

Antonio Brambilla, 34, took seven hostages at the modem 
office building on Tuesday night after killing the husband of a 1 
woman he said he loved. After hours of lucid but fanciful tele-, 
phone conversations with negotiators and journalists, Mr. Bram- 
billa agreed to give himself up and free his last hostage, secretary 
Rita Furiato. 

Instead, he shot the young woman , who had offered to stay with 
him in retuni for the release of the six other captives, and then 
took his own life. 

Mrs. Furiato’s family attacked police for their handling of the 
affair. "You killed my brother and now you made my sister die,” 
one of Mrs. Furiato’s sisters screamed at police. She was referring 
to their brother Antonio, a known criminal killed in a gun battle 
with police in 1977. 

But Mr. Dell’ ossa, who headed the operation, said he did not 
know why Mr. Brambilla had reneged on his promise to sur- 
render. “At the end he was a thousand miles away from wanting to 
finish it in this tragic way. The woman, too, was serene and 
trusting right up until our last contact said the magistrate. 

The first victim of the siege, office messenger Gianni ferrari, 
was Mr. Brambilla’ s real target. After shooting Mr. Ferrari dead 
on Tuesday night, the former convict with a history of mental 
disorder said he loved Mr. Ferrari" s wife. 

“I had a personal matter to settle with him," Mr. Brambilla told 
reporters by telephone during the siege. Police said the two men 
had quarrelled violently in the past over Mr. Brambflla’s affection 
for Mr. Ferrarfs wife.

BANGKOK — Undeterred by 
the ripples from Afghanistan, 
Vietnam seems to be making a 
vigorous new bid to wipe out 
anti-government resistance in 
Kampuchea . After building up 
their strength in western Kam- 
puchea over the past few 
months, Vietnamese-led troops 
in the war-battered Indochin- 
ese country's western areas 
have begun mounting oper- 
ations against guerrillas loyal 
the ousted Khmer Rouge , 
regime with bases close to the 
Thai border. 

They are also drawing ever- 
closer to vulnerable large border 
encampments of Kampuchea 
under control of non-communist 
Khmer Serai (Free Khmer) guer-. 
rillas, provoking fears of a fresh 
refugee stampede into Thailand. 

Strong international reaction to 
the military’ intervention in 
Afghanistan by Hanoi 1 s powerful 
and staunch ally, the Soviet 
Union, has in no way stopped the 
Vietnamese military machine 
from getting back into high gear 
after months of relative inactivity 
during the rainy season. 

Its recent series of attacks close 
to rhe border cany with them rhe 
risk of a spill over of fighting into 
Thailand and all the diplomatic 
dangers attached to such an event. 

"One would have assumed that 
with the Soviets so beleaguered 
with Afghanistan, they would not 
want Vietnam to add to their prob- 
lems by causing tension with Thai- 
land," commented one Western 
diplomat. 

At least one senior Thai militaty 
officer speculated recently that a 
long-expected Viemamese-led 
dry season offensive bad failed to. 


materialise because the Soviet 
Union wanted to weather out the 
international protests over 
Afghanistan. 

But this raises the two questions 
of how much influence Moscow 
has over crucial decisions by the 
intensely nationalistic Hanoi 
leadership and how much leverage 
it would be prepared to exert. 

“The amount of pressure the 
Soviets would have to put on 
Hanoi (to prevent big military 
operations in Kampuchea) would 
outweigh the respite they would 
gain if the Vietnamese showed 
restraint." commented another 
diplomat. 

Despite the considerable sup- 
port and aid that Vietnam gets 
from the Soviet Union in all 
spheres — and its repeated stress 
on -the closeness of tics between 
the two countries— it remains 
, unclear to what extent Hanoi and 
Moscow act in concert over 
Indochina. 

Clearly it suits both communist 
countries to keep China out of the 
■ Indochinese peninsula. 

This has been virtually achieved 
in the past year, with the ousting of 
the pro-Peking Khmer Rouge 
government in Kampuchea and 
the removal of a large Chinese 
presence from Laos. 

The main threat remains the 
presence of an estimated 20- 
30,000 Khmer Rouge guerrillas 
scattered around Kampuchea, 
supported by China. 

Hiey pose not only a military 
threat for the future. Tbeir con- 
tinued presence on Kampuchean 
soil also gives some credibility to 
the continued recognition 
accorded by the United Nations to 
the ousted government. 

Vietnam repeatedly refers to 
the guerrillas as remnants but its 
actions show that their removal 
justifies a large-scale operation, 
even at the risk of further 
antagonising the large number of 
.countries bitterly opposed to its. 


original intervention in December 
1978. 

Vietnam, which feels ronstantly 
threatened by iis new arch foe 
China in the north, would prob- 
ably also like to be able to remove 
some of its estimated 200.000 
troops after clearing up Kam- 
puchea. 

Accordingly, after marching 
and flying large numbers of sol- 
diers into the west, the 
Vietnamese-led side late last 
month began attacking Khmer 
Rouge strongholds in rugged and 
well-defended areas near the Thai 
border. 

Their opera dons may be limited 
in scope, in the sense that it could- 
pvove an almost impossible task to 
eradicate the Khmer Rouge — 
reported to be better-fed and 
healthier than for many months — 
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from trie jungles and hilly terrain 
of western Kampuchea. ’ 

They have so far launched big 
attacks against two Khmer Rouge 
strongholds, at Phnom Malai and 
Phnom Chat, capturing some 
strategic hillocks but apparently 
being unable to capitalise as their 
enemies fade into the jungles and 
reappear to surround them. 

But if the Vietnamese aim is to 
capture these strategic areas 
before the next rainy season in 
May, they may well be on the way 
to success, even though the Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas will live to fight 
another day. 

Diplomatic sources believe the 
Vietnamese may fry to seal off 
large areas of the ’border with 
Thailand, in the belief that this 
would make it easier for them to 
corner their enemies. 


To do so, they would have to 
clear the border areas of several 
large concentrations of Kam- 
puchean civilians. 

Two of the largest encamp- 
ments are opposite the Thai bor- 
der villages of Nong Samel and 
Non Makmoon — encampments 
known as “007" and “204" 
respectively — both under control 
of nationalist Khmer Serei groups. 

There are an estimated 200.000
